YUGOSLAV IS 
HORRIFIED AS 
2 ARE KILLED 


DUXFORD, England (JP)—Two 


British jet fighters collided today 
before the horrified gaze of Presi- 
dent Marshal Tito, killing both 
pilots. 


Then 
the 
shaken Yugoslav 


leader, for the first time, saw and 
heard another jet crash the sound 
barrier. 


Britain trotted out its hottest 


military aircraft for inspection by 
Tito, who is anxious to get similar 
planes for the Yugoslav air force. 


The collision 
occurred during 


tight formation flying by Meteors. 
Twenty-foxir jets in all were in- 
volved. 
As four qf the Meteors 


were changing position one ran 
into the tail of another. The 
wreckage fell six miles away from 
this Royal Air Force airfield in 
Cambridgeshire. 


When the Meteors returned to 


land, Tito saluted the planes in 
tribute to the dead pilots. 


The accident wiped the marsh- 


al's usual wide smile from his 
face. He leaped up in horror as 
the planes came together. Later 
he was pale and disturbed as he 
entered the officers' mess for a 
pre-arranged luncheon. 


A RAF officer said that before 


the flying began Tito twice had 
asked to cancel the display be- 
cause of the weather. After the 
crash he turned ^b Lord TL 
marshal of the RAP,' and sa! 
"Please,, do not have any more:" 


But Squadron Leader Neville 


Duke—one of Britain'* hottest, 
best known pilots—already had 
taken up a gleaming Hawker 
Hunter into the^ heavy overcast. 


Then Duke came roaring down. 


As his engines screamed he push- 
ed past the speed of sound. Tito 
who had started for his car think- 
ing the display was over, stopped 
and looked up. Three sharp bangs 
and a whine signalled that Duke 
had broken the barrier again.

S. Delegate Ernest A. Grose, who 
led off the disarmament discus- 
sions in the General Assembly's 
60-nation Political Committee. As 
he spoke, Soviet Delegate Georgi 
N. Zarubin listened intently. 


At the outset, Gross said Soviet 


leaders have talked much about 
peace in the past few days. He 
added• 


"I hope Prime Minister Malen- 


kov's use of the word 'peace' is the 
same as the word is understood 
by the rest of the world." 


At any rate, he said, if the Rus- 


sians are sincere one of the first 
places they can show it is on the 
question 
of disarmament. 
He 


called on them for some indication 
that they are now ready to ne- 
gotiate in good faith.

Cut of 4 Billions 
In Truman Estimate 
To Balance Budget 


Washington 
(/P) — Sen. Taft 


(R.-Ohio) said today a four billion 
dollar cut in former President Tru- 
man's spending estimates may be 
enough to balance the federal bud- 
get in the year beginning July 1. 


Taft, 
the 
Senate 
Republican 


leader, said in an interiew he be- 
lieves that from l\'2 to 2 billion 
dollars can be whacked off the 
cost of civilian activities but the 
remainder will have to come off 
the military program. 


His budget-balancing estimates 


are much lower than those pre- 
viously made by other congres- 
sional leaders. 


Truman estimated that during 


the fiscal year the government will 
pay out $78,600,000,000, about 10 
billion more than expected reve- 
nues. But Taft said he doubts ex- 
penditures will rise much, if any, 
above the present annual rate of 
about 72 billion. 


Taft said if that 72 billion level 


can be taken as a starting point 
and if spending can be cut four 
billions below thai, it would bal- 
ance the budget.

In connection with our reminder 


Tuesday of the memorable record 
snow storm of March 17, 1936, it is 
interesting to recall that 17 years 
ago this evening Company I, 112th 
Infantry, Pennsylvania 
National 


Guard, was mobilized for emer- 
gency flood duty at Johnstown. 


Orders 
to 
mobilize 
received 


about 7'30 o'clock in the evening, 
directed the unit to assemble and 
leave as soon as possible for the 
Johnstown flood district. 


In the absence of Lieut. Roy 


Miskimon, first officer in charge, 
due to the resignation of 
Capt. 


Charles G. Pearson, Lieut. William 
Tingwall had charge of the pre- 
liminary work after the mobiliza- 
tion order was received. Lieut. 
Miskimon made a hurried trip 
from his home in Tidioute to find 
the Armory in a bustle of excite- 
ment. 


The fire bell had been sounded 


for some time and the resulting 
inquiries received aided in getting 
word to members of Company I. 
Bulletins were posted about the 


business section, squads were sent 
to homes of guardsmen who could 
not be reached by phone. 
The 


police car hi charge of Capt. Eck- 
hardt was pressed into service and 
announcements were made from 
the stage at the Library theatre. 
Word 
was 
sent 
to 
Sheffield, 


Youngsville, Sugar Grove, Russell 
and other nearby towns 
where 


many of the guardsmen reside, and 
by ten o'clock over fifty of the 
boys were reportejd. 


Soon the Armory was alive with 


khaki - clad youngsters. Wives, 
mothers and sweethearts of the 
soldiers soon 
gathered 
in and 


about 
the Armory, with' small 


groups of interested citizens anx- 
ious to be of service. 


The mobilization order contained 


no provision for '"mess" for the 
company before leaving, and hot 
coffee, sandwiches of cold meat 
and hot weiners, sliced bread, rolls, 
doughnuts, cakes, sugar, cream 
and coffee, along with cigars were 
provided through the courtesy of 
Patchens' Market, Geracimos Con- 


fectionery store, Texas Lunch and 
the Warren Baking Company. The 
lunch was served in the kitchen 
of the Armory about an hour be- 
fore the Company embarked on 
West Ridge buses for Johnstown. 
Equipment was taken to the flood 
district in three" State Highway 
Department trucks. Assistance of 
the Highway Patrol was secured 
in learning condition of the roads 
as far as Butler where additional 
information was to be furnished 
the caravan.

SHINGTON— (NEA)— Six weeks' experience as bureaucrats 


has been a liberal education for the big businessmen who are 


now working for Uncle Sarn for the first time. 


One thing that has impressed them most is the relation of foreign 
policy to what goes en in this country. 


It determines \vhat the tax rate of the United States will be It 


determines how much of Amr» ca's supply of raw materials will 
be chewed up in manufacture of arms. And it determines how many 


I men will v-ork in the factories of Pittsburgh, Cleveland or Detroit— 
I and what it is they will be making for a considerable period of time 


From the point of view of the business executive in government 


the United States now faces two main problems. 


In front of them, the people of the civilized western world have 


the threat of enemies with knives at their throats. Something must 
be done to ward off this attack. 


Th:s means spending more than the western countries can afford 


for national defense If this money is spent, and, by higher taxation 
and bo. rowing, the economy of the non-Communist world is ruined. 
affairs may be no better off than they would be if the men with 
the knives were allowed to attack. 
gO a decision has to be made on what course to follow. How much 


of a strain can the economy of the United States stand? It has 


stood the strain of heavy taxation for defense in the last two years 
very well It could stand this strain for a few more years without 
undue hardship on anyone. 


But if this defense posture has to be maintained for 25 years or so 
what will be left? 


The inflation that invariably accompanies a period of rearmament 


and war is sized up as an extremely dangerous thing It begins easy, 
and everybody likes it But it always gets worse and it leads to the 
eventual ruin of many people. 


This has led President Eisenhower's administration to the con- 


clusion that the federal government budget must be balanced, and 
a start must be made on reduction of the $260 billion government 
debt. 


It is now realized this isn't going to be easy It is going to mean 


sacrifices for everyone The frills and luxuries of government opera- 
tion which everyone has become accustomed to will have to be cur- 
tailed

Years of Tradition 


At four o'clock Palm Sunday 


afternoon, when Carroll A. Fowler, 
director-organist of First Presby- 
terian church, present! an aug- 
mented choir in portions of "The 
Messiah", he will be following a 
tradition of some 200 years. 


Since its first appearance on 


April 13, 1742, in Dublin, Ireland, 
this Handel work has been per- 
formed more steadily 
and fre- 


quently than any 
other 
choral 


theme in existence. 


Geore Friedrich Handel, born in 


Germany, spent most of his adult 
life in England, first aa a com- 
poser of Italian opera, which he 
later abandoned for oratorios. 


Despite hjs occasional bankrupt- 


cies, he ivas a keen business man, 
who sensed that British patrons 
were bored with imported singers, 
singing in a foreign tongue: they 
wanted English music set to Eng- 
lish words. 


Thus, at the age of 47, Handel 


discovered that opera could never 
express his own feelings, no theme 
was commensurate with the gran- 
deur of his conceptions. Charles 
Jennens, loyal friend and libret- 
tist, sought actual passages from 
the Bible as a text for this com- 
position alieady forming in the 
mind of Handel.

Many others there are who be- 


come engrossed in the interesting 
study of the wild life of our birds, 
animals and insects wnich include 
what scientists claim is the 
world's most valuable animal, the 
humble burrower in the soil, the 
"earth worm." Its coming is a 
sign of spring, beginning again 
its invaluable work of plowing, 
pulverizing, fertilizing and drain- 
ing the soil 
As many as fifty 


thousand earthworms may plow 
through the soil of a single acre. 


During the 
year, they may 


bring as much as eighteen tons of 
new earth to the surface. Instead 
of legs the earthworm employs 
upward of a thousand bristles, 
and is equipped with eight bristle- 
hooks. These are used to grip the 
soil on all sides. 


Today there is a tropical breeze 


astir while the air is invigorating 
and if you care to view astonish- 
ing rock formations, some I the 
size of an average house resting 
at, various angles on the hill sides, 
just scamper up one of these val- 
leys and snoop around the hilla a 
bit 


Except for the distant splash of 


a fish occasionally rising for an 
insect, the frequent croaking of a 
bullfrog and the soft steady lap 
of the water on the shore with

speeding, on the highway across 
the water, the valley was steeped 
in silence. 


Resuming 
our journey, the 


- sprawling Newbold estate of 1200 
* acres which almost one hundred 
years ago was known far and 
wide throughout this section of 
the country as an outstanding 
show place of exceeding interest, 
looms to view. 


There is an extensive stretch of 


level ground resembling prairie 
land, on which was an Indian vil- 
lage in the latter part of the sev- 
enteenth 
century. 
Here have 


been found Indian graves some of 
which In late years have been ex- 
cavated for historical purposes. 


A forest of valuable timber 


,- climbs the hill side in the back 
s ground. There are two unoccu- 


pied stone dwellings that were 
built in those early days. The de- 
caying remains of a large water- 
powered grist mill with Its big 
water wheel still surviving, is a 
sight worthy of your time. Lo- 
cated on a most attractive spot 
on the high river bank 'midst 
the shadows and soft shade of a 
grove of beautiful old time trees 
is the old pretentious home. 


Nearby is a sacred green spot 


that is closely circled with ever- 
green trees, which one can only 
view with solemn admiration for 


•* within the enclosure have been 


laid to rest the remains of Mrs. 
Newbold, the mother and two of 


her daughters, with appropriately 
engraved marble memorial*. 


As if to soothe one's more seri- 


ous thoughts, the sunshine trickles 
through the 
gently 
swaying 


branches and dances upon the 
graves. 


There Is a cluster of farm build- 


ings including a targe red barn 
that is over a hundred years old 
and in very fair condition. It con- 
tains a number of very old hone 
drawn vehicles, saddles, harnesses 
and other Interesting antiques. 
Still remaining is the earthen 
bank that retained the water in a 
two acre trout pond. August 
Gross, long associated with the 
operation of this property, has 
created a fond 
attachment 
of 


same.' He has been a faithful em- 
ployee at the family throughout 
the past forty-two years. 


To further grace the estate is 


the Newbold Presbyterian Church 
built of native stone in the year 
1836. 
It is well preserved and re 


ligious services are now regularly 
held there by Dr. W. J. Prout of 
Tidloute. The old Newbold ceme 
tery is located on a plot of ground 
next to that which the church 
occupies. 


I recently called at the Newbold 


manskn which is occupied by 
Esther and Daisy Newbold. I was 
cordially received and enjoyed a 
most interesting and pleasant visit 
with the added pleasure of seeing 
the gorgeously furnished home 
with antique furniture and count 
less other items of long ago 
splendor. The beautiful extensive 
snow white home of twenty-eight 
rooms was constructed of wood 
a hundred and twenty-five years 
ago, and is in a remarkable state 
of preservation. The architecture 
and style was in keeping with the 
most modern homes of that early 
period and might appropriately 
have been rlassed as a castle. Its 
artistic type with pleasing lines 
and fancy roomy verandas, is so 
beautifully blended in with its an- 
tiquated setting. It provides food 
for the thoughtful mind, particu- 
larly after one realizes how deep 
it all is steeped hi truly fade< 
eloquence.
